Some ol 
the land adjoins the town of Spencer 
on the east and one quarter adjoins 
Bntto, the county sent, on the north, 
and which the citi/.cns thought was 
school land. 


The filings cover every third section 


diagonally across Iloyd county, com- 
mencing at the southeast corner of the 
county, two and three-quarter miles in- 
tervening diagonally between each sec- 
tion. The whole transaction was done 
so quietly that but fuw people in this 
city know of it yet. The land is first 
class. 


The Biter* Bitten. 


0'Nfiii.L, Neb., March 17.—One of the 


most gigantic land steals in the history 
of the development of the west was at- 
tempted In this city yesterday. When 
the half hundred spectators involved in 
tlio deal marched up to the local United 
States land office shortly after daybreak 
yesterday morning they suddenly dis- 
covered that the hundred of pioneers in 
this vicinity whom they hoped to dis- 
possess of their lands were not to be 
defrauded, and that they themselves 
were the dupes. The affair was en- 
gineered by J. II. Stewart, travelingem- 
ig-raut agent of the Pacific Short Line, 
and well known in eastern railroad cir- 
cles. Recently ho has sent out circulars 
to prominent lar.d dealers in Nebraska 
und Iowa, intimating; that he had acci- 
dentally discovered that the title to all 
the valuable lands in this vicinity did 
not vest in the many settlers occupy- 
ing thorn, and that through him they 
could bo secured as government land. 
Ho secretly arranged a big excursion 
to leave Sioux City Tuesday night for 
this place. The secret of securing land 
worth thousands of dollars per acre was 
not to be divulged until the party 
reached O'Neill. Then they were to pay 
Stewart sums ranging from 8100 to 8500 
for the information, the amount to be 
determined by the value of the prop- 
erty. They wore told that they would 
havo to fight it out with the settlers 
then on tho land. Just before dawn 
the train reached O'Neill.

Whose Work is Juat Coming to Light 


—Under Arrest for His 
Latest 


Crime 
in Australia—Six 


Known Victims. 


LOKDOS, March 17.—A tragedy un- 


paralleled in the history of British 
crime came to light yesterday through 
a most singular chain of circumstances. 
In July last a man named Arthur 
Williams resided in the Dinham villa, 
in Rain Hill, a fashionable suburb of 
Liverpool. 
Not much seems to be 


known about the antecedents of Will- 
iams. 
He seems, hotvever, to have 


been received in society, and passed as 
a well-to-do bachelor. He courted Mias 
Mather, a young woman generally ad- 
mired for her beauty and other attrac- 
tions, and recognized as a local belle. 
Tbey got married and went to Austra- 
lia, where tiiey were supposed to b« 
living happ ly. The people of Earn 
Hill were B' >cked a few days ago by 
the newa from Australia that Williams 
bad been arrested there on a charge 
of murdering his wife, and that be had 
concealed the body of the murdered 
woman, beneath the fireplace, carefully 
covering the place again with cement, 
and that the authorities had unearthed 
the remains. 


\s BOOB as tbese facts became noised 


about iu Rain Hill, tbe people called to 
mind queer suspicions that had been 
afloat about Williams, vrbcn he oc- 
cupied the Dinbam villa. 
They re- 


membered that one day, a lady and two 
children visited the villa to see Will- 
iams, and from the moment of their 
entering the place no one bad seen 
them tigrain. The affair caused some 
remark 
at 
the time, but nobody 


thought of murder, and tlie mat- 
ter 
waa 
dropped 
with 
the 
sup- 


position that the lady and the two 
children liod gone away without being 
observed. 
Vow, however, the neigh- 


bors began to svspcct that there might 
have been, fonl play, and they deter- 
mined to htate the facts to the police. 
The police concluded that no harm 
could be done by investigating, aud 
they proceeded In the Dinhuiu villa 
yesterday and begun to dig- up beneath 
the fireplace They noticed as they 
began signs that the place had been dis- 
turbed within a comparatively recent 
period, and certainly since other work 
had been done in tbe interior of the 
villa. They hardly expected, how- 
ever, to discover anything, and their 
amazement waa great when, shortly 
after they had removed the outer 
covering they came upon the bodies of 
two children. Tho body of one child 
indicated that the little one when 
killed was about 7 years of age and the 
other was apparently about 0 years 
old. Both bodies were wrapped in a 
damask table cloth, and both had their 
throats cut. The remains were in a 
fair state of preservation, and "neigh- 
bors who had seen the lady and the 
two children at once concluded that 
these were the children. 


The digging then proceeded with 


pi-eater energy than before, and the 
searchers soon came to Another body. 
This, upon being- unearthed, was found 
to be a woman. The throat was also 
cut and the (body wrapped up before 
interment. It was said to be that of 
tlie lady who had accompanied the two 
children. 


The police kept digging, while out- 


tide the news spread, and tho excite- 
ment grew, and thousands rushed to 
the scene of the tragedy. A new force 
of police was called upon, and a cor- 
Son established around the villa. It 
tvaa now waning toward evening, and 
the 'digging proceeded rapidly, for 
rumor grew on rumor, and other recol- 
l«ctions suggested 
that there were 


somo victims in tbe sepulchre beneath 
the fireplace. 


The next body unearthed was that of 


a girl of 12 years. Unlike the former 
victims 
sbe 
had 
evidently 
been 


strangled, and it was evident also that 
death probably antedated that of the 
lady and two children. 


The girl's body was-removed and tho 


learch kept up. A baby about 1 year 
old, and with its throat cut, was 
reached next. Even tho hardened po- 
licemen could not restrain an exclama- 
tion of horror as the tiny and shrunken 
body was lifted up to view. 


No more discoveries have been made. 


Tho news has caused almost a frenzy 
in Liverpool, and the multitude have 
rushed to the conclusion that Williams 
must be "Jack the Ripper." There is 
no known evidence, however, to sus- 
tain this theory, as tho victims were 
not mutilated otherwise than stated 
above. At least, such is the statement 
of the police. 


The people iu Rain Hill believe that 


the woman and two children who dis- 
appeared upon visiting tho villa, and 
whose bodies were undoubtedly among 
those 
discovered yesterday, were a 


former wife of Williams, and their two 
children, and that Williams had got 
them to come to tho villa for the pur- 
pose of getting rid of them in order 
that thev might not be in the way ol 
his marriage to Miss Mather. This, 
however, is only tin impression based 
on the circumstances. 


At the time of the rmmler of the 


former Miss Mather, the 
wife with 


whom he went to Australia, Williams 
and his wife were in Melbourne, and it 
is there that he is midi-i- arrest.
